It  is  with  great  pride  that  we  offer  this  famous  collection,  "Dollars  of  the  World”  for  public  auction  sale. 

This  collection  was  assembled  by  the  late  L.  G.  Kaufman  of  New  York  City  and  Marquette,  Michigan.  He 
was  President  of  the  Chatham  Phoenix  National  Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  of  New  York  City  and  collectors  of  U.  S. 
paper  money  can  note  his  famous  autograph  on  National  Bank  notes. 

This  collection  which  was  exhibited  in  the  City  of  New  York  as  well  as  in  Michigan  also  had  been  loaned 
to  many  banks  throughout  the  middle  West  where  hundreds  of  thousands  of  people  had  the  opportunity  to 
view  it. 


This  collection  is  thought  to  be  reasonably  representative  of  the  entire  silver  coinage  of  this  denomination 
from  its  inception  up  to  the  present  time  in  all  parts  of  the  earth,  and  is  believed  to  be  the  most  comprehensive 
existing  collection  of  "Dollars  of  the  World.” 

For  considerably  more  than  2,000  years,  silver  has  been  used  as  money.  But  until  i486  its  coinage  was 
limited  to  pieces  of  small  denominations.  In  that  year  the  first  silver  coins  of  dollar  size  were  struck  for  the  Prov- 
ince of  Tyrol  by  Sigismund,  Arch-Duke  of  Austria,  and  were  called  talers.  Similar  coins  were  successively  adopted 
by  the  various  countries  in  Europe,  and  subsequently  by  nearly  all  of  the  nations  on  the  other  continents.  The 
German  states  adhered  to  the  original  designation  of  the  coin.  It  became  a daler  in  Denmark,  Norway  and 
Sweden,  a daalder  in  the  Netherlands,  a tallero  in  Italy,  and  a dollar  in  the  United  States.  Similar  coins  were  known 
as  crowns  in  England,  five  franc  pieces  in  France,  rubles  in  Russia  and  Piece-of-eight  (reals)  in  Spain. 

Included  in  this  auction  sale  are  1600  different  coins  of  dollar-size,  struck  by  429  countries,  states, 
provinces,  principalities,  cities,  religious  bodies  and  organizations  of  various  kinds  during  the  past  442  years. 
Originally  the  coins  were  made  by  hand.  The  silver  was  hammered  into  sheets  of  required  thickness,  the  impres- 
sions of  the  dies,  obverse  and  reverse,  made  upon  it,  and  each  coin  separately  cut  out  with  hand  shears. 

It  is  in  addition,  of  unique  historical  importance  since  the  relatively  large  dollar-size  coins  made  them  par- 
ticularly adaptable  to  artistic  die  work  and  they  are  said  to  profile  accurately  the  governing  heads  of  many  of  the 
nations  and  authorities  that  issued  them.  This  type  of  currency,  therefore,  in  addition  to  its  extended  use  as  a 
monetary  unit,  serves  also  to  record  and  portray  a distinguished  company  of  the  celebrated  men  and  women 
whose  names  are  associated  with  the  great  events  of  the  past  five  centuries.

Crown  coined  in  1600  by  Queen  Elizabeth  of  England  the  earliest  trade  coin  struck 
specially  by  a European  nation  for  use  in  its  Eastern  mercantile  adventures:  they  all, 
hotvever,  failed  to  compete  successfully  with  the  Spanish  & Hispano- American  Dollars, 
which  coined  in  enormous  quantities  were  at  the  end  of  the  \6th  Century  and  'indeed 
until  well  'into  the  I9th,  the  accepted  currency  in  all  the  Oriental  Trading  Centers 
controlled  or  frequented  by  Europeans.
